The Colonial Medical Services, 

WE are glad to be able to announce that the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies and Dominion Affairs (the Right 
Hon. L. S. Amery, M.P.) has now expressed his willingness 
to receive a deputation from the British Medical Associa- 
tion in order that the matters referred to in the corre- 
spondence which has passed between the Association and 
him may be discussed. This correspondence was published 
in the SuppLeMeNt of January 23rd, 1926. The suggested 
date for the meeting is Friday, March 5th, 


The Agsociation’s Memorandum of Evidence for the Royal 
Commission on Local Government. 


According to a report in the Times of February 16th, 
some extraordinary statements were made with regard to 
the British Medical Association’s Memorandum of Evidence! 
for the Royal Commission on Local Government by Mr. 
Lesser at the annual meeting of the National Federation 
of Employees’ Approved Societies. It is so stupidly easy 
to misrepresent an opponent’s case and then to attack the 
case so misrepresented that we hesitate to accept as correct 
a report indicating that this course was taken by a man of 
Mr, Lesser’s intelligence. Yet the statements made bear 
so close a resemblance to some that are current in certain 
approved society circles that it seems desirable to draw 
attention to the following points: (1) A memorandum of 
evidence is not the last word; it is put forward as a serious 
contribution to the matter under consideration, but may 
quite well be modified in detail or in verbal expression in the 
course of examination. (2) The main suggestions of the 
Memorandum are not new; they were all embodied in the 
Association’s pamphlet on A Ministry of Health pub- 
lished in 1918, and were then received with very general 
approval by those interested in health administration, 
including those engaged in National Health Insurance 
work. The phrase in paragraph 14 referring to the 
abolition of Insurance Committees as such remains sub- 
stantially as it was in the original pamphlet. (3) The 
Memorandum is not concerned with Insurance Committees 
except for two quite incidental references, and is not 
concerned with approved societies at all; the recommenda- 
tions (in paragraphs 16 and 17) make no reference whatever

to Insurance Committees except in so far as. they may be 
included in the phrase ‘ all matters of health administra- 
tion ’’ contained in recommendation (7). (4) The existence 
of statutory committees of local government authorities 
with members appointed to represent, or nominated by, 
special interests is not a feature of the Middle Ages, but 
effectively a product exactly of that twentieth century to 
which Mr. Lesser says they do not belong; it is astonishing 
that he should seem to be so completely ignorant of the 
composition and functions of the education, libraries, 
mental deficiency, and maternity and infant welfare com- 
mittees of county and borough councils. (5) There is no 
suggestion in the Memorandum that the representatives of 
other bodies or persons experienced in health matters 
should not be appointed to the statutory health committee 
in exactly the same way as the medical members. (6) The 
suggested statutory medical committee of each area is 
clearly described as purely advisory. It is a mere affecta- 
tion for Mr. Lesser to pretend to confuse them with com- 
mittees having any executive functions, and he is certainly 
aware of other consultative or advisory committees con- 
nected with public bodies or departments having their 
expenses paid from public funds. Whatever defects or 
difficulties there may be in the Association’s suggestions, 
they are certainly not open to such criticisms as those 
reported to have been made by Mr. Lesser, who, perhaps 
by reason of his close association with insurance administra- 
tion, appears to have lost his sense of proportion with 
regard to the much wider matters of public health and 
local government in general. 


The Medical Secretary's Visit to South Africa. 

As it was impossible for Dr. Cox, while in East London, 
to meet many of the members of the outlying towns in 
that Division, arrangements were made for him to visit 
the members. The first visit was made on January 23rd, 
to King Williamstown, where Dr. Cox met the local doctors 
at dinner, under the chairmanship of Dr. J. I. Brownlee, 
D.S.0., chairman of the Division, Next day he visited 
Stutterheim, and thereafter Cathcart. On January 25th 
Dr. A. G. H. Hay-Michel motored Dr, Cox to Queenstown, 
where a medical dinner was held, and on the following day 
the motor journey was continued to Fort Beaufort in the 
‘astern Province Branch, where Dr. K. B. Alexander, 
president of the Border Branch, who had accompanied 
Dr. Cox hitherto, ‘‘ handed him over” to Da W. D. 
Miller, O.B.K., a member of the Eastern Province Branch 
Council, who invited the local doctors to mect him at his

house. On January 27th the journey was continued to 
Adelaide, where Dr. Cox spent the evening with Dr. J. H. 
Du Toit (a former president of the Eastern Province 
Branch), and on the 28th he stayed the night with Dr. 
Bell Walker at Bedford. His next visit was to East 
Somerset, where he interviewed the members there, and 
on January 30th he was motored to Grahamstown by Dr. 
H. F. Bell Walker and his partner to the annual dinner 
and meeting of the Eastern Province Branch, presided 
over by Dr. E. A. Seale, the president. The company of 
twenty included Dr. Ella M. Britten, the Branch secretary, 
and Dr. E, G. Dru Drury, president of the South African 
Medical Congress in 1924. Some half a dozen of the 
members journeyed an average of sixty miles and had to 
face the return journey after the meeting, and one had 
travelled over 300 miles by rail. 


Medical Charities, 

Arising out of a resolution passed by the 1925 Annual 
Conference of Local Medical and Panel Committees, urging 
the Insurance Acts Committee to arrange for organized 
support for the B.M.A. Charities Fund from every Panel 
Committee, the Insurance Acts Committee has recently 
urged Panel Committees to get into touch with the local 
Divisions of the Association with a view to ascertaining 
in what manney they can be of assistance in securing 
support for the Fund. It is thought that Panel Com- 
mittees may, by their close association with a large section 
of the profession, be able to assist materially in securing 
for the Fund the support which is so urgently needed 
in order to assist those members of the profession, or their 
dependants, who have fallen on evil times, 


Remuneration of Voluntary Hospital Staffs for School 
Children and Maternity and Child Welfare Work. — 


From correspondence received it would appear that some 
members of visiting medical staffs of voluntary hospitals 
are not aware of the existence of the following scale of 
remuneration which the Representative Body of the British 
Medical Association approved in 1923. 


1. For treatment of minor ailments, £1 11s. 6d. per session of 
not more than two hours, provided there is a limitation, to be 
agreed locally, of the average number of new cases to be secn 
in each session. 

2. For ophthalmic work involving refractions, 10s. 6d. per case, 
or £2 12s. 6d. per session of not more than two hours, provided 
there is a limitation, to be agreed locally, of the average number 
of new cases to be seen in each session. 

3. For adenoid and tonsil operations involving a_ general 
anaesthetic, a total fee for the two practitioners concerned of 
£1 lls. 6d. per case for less than four cases; or £5 5s. per 
session at which the average number of cases per session to be 
dealt with is agreed locally, such agreed number to be not more 
than eight. 

4. For other operations on eye, nose, ear, and throat cases a 
fee specially arranged in each case. 

5. For the administration of anaesthetics, £2 12s. 6d. per 
session of not more than two hours, provided there is a limitation, 
to be agreed locally, of the average number of cases to be dealt 
with in each session. 

6. For x-ray treatment of ringworm, £3 3s. per completed case 
where the practitioner provides his own apparatus, or £2 2s. 
where the apparatus is provided by the local authority. 

7. All the foregoing tees to be exclusive of any fee paid to 
institutions for maintenance or other attendance on patients. 

. Any local arrangement in terms varying from the above to 
be submitted to the Council for approval betore being adopted. 


In drawing up this scale it was intended that the 
medical practitioners who did this work, whether at a 
voluntary hospital, a clinic, or ¢lsewhere, should receive the 
fees set forth under the various headings, and members of 
visiting medical staffs of hospitals are urged to take the 
necessary action with a view to ensuring that they receive 
the appropriate fees for services rendered in this respect. 
These fees do not apply to the treatment of school 
childven in the area of the London County Council, in 
respect of which a special agreement is in force. 


Expenses of Local Medical Committees. : 

No statutory provision is available for the payment of 
the expenses of Local Medical Committees (which are 
statutory, bodies) notwithstanding the fact that they are 
given power to consider complaints by one ‘insurance 


practitioner against another, and, if need be, to make 
representations to the Minister of Health that the con- 
tinuance on the Medical List of a practitioner against 
whom complaint was made would be prejudicial to the 
efficiency of the insurance service. the latter 
eventuality the usual statutory «inquiry is held by the 
Ministry, in which the Local Medical Committee appears 
as complainant, and necessarily incurs no inconsiderable 
expense, Such a case in which the Local Medical Com- 
mittee was successful resulted lately in the Committee 
being faced with the position of having to defray the 
untaxed portion of the costs of the inquiry. This situation 
is considered by the Insurance Acts Committee to be 
unjust, and the Ministry of Health has been informed 
that, since representations by an Insurance Committee to 
the Minister concerning the removal of a medical practi- 
tioner from the Medical List constitute a public duty, 
and the costs thereof are properly provided for out of the 
general administrative funds of the Health Insurance 
Service, the costs similarly should come from the same 
source when the identical public duty is performed by the 
Local Medical Committee, and not as at present out of 
the pockets of a section of the commuanity—namely, the 
medical profession. 


Medical Records under the Insurance Acts. 

While the Minister of Health has power to withhold 
part of the money due to a medical practitioner if he is 
satisfied that the practitioner has failed or neglected to 
comply with the terms of service in connexion with the 
keeping of medical records, it is believed that up to the 
present such power has only been exercised in cases where 
no records at all have been kept, the matter being 
therefore merely a question of fact. The Insurance Acts 
Committee has approached the Ministry of Health with a 
view to discussing the machinery for dealing with cases 
of alleged failure to keep proper records, the matter 


having received preliminary consideration during the 
negotiations in the winter of 1923-24 on the new 


Regulations. 
Emergency Treatment. 

In the event of an insured person, who happens to be 
outside his home area and has no intention of remaining’ 
outside for more than twenty-four hours, requiring treat- 
ment in case of accident or other sudden emergency, any 
insurance practitioner in the neighbourhood is liable to 
provide treatment, being paid therefor upon the basis of the 
ordinary emergency treatment scheme scale of fees laid down 
in the distribution scheme of every Insurance Committee. 
A recent case of this kind brought to light the fact that 
in the event of the insured person being unable, because 
of accident or sudden illness, to return within twenty-four 
hours to his home area (where he would receive treatment 
from his usual insurance practitioner), all necessary treat- 
ment up to three months from the time of his arrival in the 
outside area is payable on the emergency treatment scale 
of fees. The unfairness of the resulting charge on the 
Local Medical Pool has caused the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee to recommend the Panel Committee concerned to 
amend the local Distribution Scheme so as to ensure that 
any treatment afforded an insured person in the cireum- 
stances described above, up to three months from the date 
of arrival, will rank for payment on the ordinary 
temporary resident basis. 


Garage Accommodation at Headquarters. 

Garage facilities are now available for members in the 
garage at the rear of the North Wing of the Association’s 
new House in Tavistock Square. Members may garage their 
cars during the day free of charge, and during the night 
at a charge of 2s. a night. There are also two lock-up 
garages available, the charges for which are 5s. a night, 
25s. a week, or £40 a year; these may be let for a period 
of not longer than one year on a three months’ notice, or 
for shorter periods. All applications for garage accom- 
modation should be made to the Financial Secretary and 
Business Manager. The garage is accessible only during 
office hours, except by arrangement with the caretaker. 
It must be clearly understood that the Association can take 
no responsibility for cars garaged on the premises.

SOUTH AFRICAN- COMMITTEE. | 


Tur minutés of a meeting of the South African Committee of 
the British Medical Association, held at Port Elizabeth on 
December 18th, 1925, have now been received, and the following 
is a short account of the chief items of general interest. In the 
absence of the President Dr. J. Ertank took the chair, and 
handed in the following resolution : 


That in the opinion of this joint meeting representative of 
the Councils of the British Medical Association and South 
African Medica] Association of the Witwatersrand and Pretoria 
Branches, it would be in the best interests of the medical pro- 

* fession in South Africa to have one organized body repre- 

ues the -profession, and such body should be styled, if 

ossible, the South African Medical Association (B.M.A.), and 

an integral portion of the British Medical Association. The 

said Councils undertake to induce, if possible, their respective 
Associations to carry out this proposal. 


It was decided that this resolution should be placed on the 
agenda of the next meeting of the committee. 

With regard to the new Midland Branch, of which the forma- 
tion was announced at the previous meeting (Supplement, 
December 19th, 1925, p. 213), draft rules had been submitted 
to the President, who had suggested certain amendments. It 
was now announced that the rules had been altered on the lines 
of the suggested amendments, and they were accordingly 
approved. The President had received a letter from the 
henorary secretary of the Cape of Good Hope (Western 
Province) Branch containing a resolution recommending the 
Government Health Department that Government pathologists 
should cease to perform work for which fees were charged, 
and that the South African Committee should use every 
endeavour to urge this point of view on the Government. The 
secretary was asked to circularize all Branches on the principle 
involved. 

Specialists’ and Medical Officers’ Fees.—At the previous 
meeting it was agreed that each Branch should report upon 
the conditions in its own area with regard to the appointment 
of medical officers, the payment of fees, and the distribution 
of patients in connexion with the Railway and Harbour Sick 


Fund Board. Replies had been received from five Branches,. 


but no general conclusion could be reached. In the East 


London area appointments had not been advertised, and it was. 


understood that a specialist surgeon was now to be appointed 
without advertisement. A resolution was passed deprecating 
these methods, and was forwarded to the Secretary for Public 
Health. It was stated that the Capetown municipality pro- 
posed to appoint a junior officer for venereal diseases at an 
annual salary of £450, and the Cape of Good Hope (Western 
Province) Branch asked the South African Committee to make 
representations to the Government that the appointment should 
not be approved at a lower salary than £750. The Président 
had written accordingly to the Secretary for Public Health, 
and his action was endorsed, but the committee felt that more 
details of the appointment were required before any decided 
stand could be taken on the question. 

Payment of Fees to Doctors called to Street Accidents.—At 
the previous meeting it had been agreed that when the police 
called in a medical practitioner to attend a street accident 
the police should be responsible for the payment of the fee. 
A letter from the committee had accordingly been circularized 
to local authorities, and the town clerks of Durban and Maritz- 
burg had replied that their councils approved this principle. 
The commissioner of police for Pretoria stated, however, that 
he could not accept the committee’s point of view; he drew a 
distinction between the municipal and State control of police 
forces, and saw no difference between the actions of a private 
person and of a policeman in calling for medical aid in street 
accidents. It was decided that the resolution of the committee 
shculd be forwarded to the Minister of the Interior. 

Hospital Committee’s Report.—A letter had been received 
from the Acting Secretary for Public Health stating that since 
there appeared to be general agreement with the main principles 
of the report, there was no apparent need for the Minister to 
receive a deputation from the South African Committee, but 
that if these principles were accepted by the Government the 
Minister would be glad to have the views of the profession in 
greater detail. The President was asked to keep in touch with 
the Secretary for Public Health.

A meeTinG of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford Division 
was held in Wakefield on February 11th, when Dr. Witt 
Steven was in the chair. Dr. Wit1am Mitcuett (Bradford) gave 
an address on the therapeutic aspects of electrical and allied 
methods of treatment. After explaining the salient points relating 
to the —— of radiation, Dr. Mitchell proceeded to discuss the 
practical uses of two methods of treatment—namely, ultra-violet 
radiation and diathermy. He had found ultra-violet rays of great 


-yalue in the treatment of surgical tuberculosis, particularly of 


lupus, adenitis, and tuberculous peritonitis. When lupous patches 
were much encrusted it was better to curette them first, and, 
similarly, softened glands were better evacuated or removed before 
commencing the light treatment. The treatment had also been 
found of use in cases of lupus erythematosus, psoriasis, acne, 
alopecia areata, and corneal ulcers; all were agreed as to its 
reat value in rickets. The treatment of rickets, indeed, might 
5 summed up as cod-liver oil and ultra-violet radiation. e 
had recently treated a series of twenty children with such con- 
ditions as ¢ Re eye trouble and ulceration which had refused to 
heal under ordinary treatment; all quickly got well after light 
baths. He had found diathermy of great value in the case of 
rodent ulcer, and of cancer of the tongue and throat. If the 
malignant disease was localized the results were very good, and 
the treatment was free from pain and the risks of haemorrhage. 
After the addres;, which was listened to with great interest, 
many questions were asked, and the speaker was heartily thanked. 


Mational Insurance. 


OVER-PRESCRIBING FOR INSURANCE PATIENTS. 
Tue Medical Service Subcommittee of the Aberdeen Burgh 
Insurance Committee has issued a report of eight pages dealing 
with a case relating to the prescribing of an ear lotion by an 
insurance medical practitioner in Aberdeen. This practitioner had 
abstained from prescribing a certain ear lotion which he appeared 
to regard as proper and sufficient medicine for one of his insured 
patients until ithe committee should indemnify him in advance 
against any action that might be taken thereafter by the Panel 
Committee in respect of over-prescribing. The doctor admitted 
that the action he took was largely due to irritation at havi 
been surcharged. The subcommittee appears to have held tha 
the matters of which complaint was made were political rather 
than administrative. It did not, however, consider that the 
practitioner was justified in withholding from his insured patient 
what he might regard as proper and sufficient medicine until he 
was indemnified in advance against action that might afterwards 
be taken by the Panel Committee. The Burgh Insurance Com- 
mittee, in approving the recommendation of the subcommittee, 
appears to take the view that the doctor had not observed the 
spirit and terms of the agreement into which he had voluntarily 
entered with the committee.
